Commodity  Insurance  Scheme  Premium.

Middlesex. — At  a  meeting  of  the  County

In 
the  area  of  the  Insurance  Committee  during 
January  the  average  costs  of  ingredients 
per  1,000  prescriptions  amounted  to  ^23, 
and  in  February  to  £24,  increases  of  9-99 
per  cent,  and  23-89  per  cent,  over  the  1940 
figures,  but  decreases  from  those  for  1941. 
The  difference  was  attributed  to  the  intro- 
duction of  the  National  War  Formulary. 
The  average  dispensing  fees  per  1,000 
prescriptions  in  January  and  February 
amounted  to  £ig,  a  variation  of  less  than 
2  per  cent,  from  those  of  the  preceding 
years.  The  total  amount  received  by  chem- 
ists in  January  was  £6  more  than  in  January 
1941,  and  £1,817  less  in  February  1942, 
while    prescriptiohs    were    nearly  15,000 


more  in  January  and  40,000  less  in 
February  1941.  During  these  months  the 
insured  population  was  15,000  less. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Pre-packed  Drugs. — Major  Lyons  asked 
the  Minister  of  Supply  on  May  21  :  (i)  whe- 
ther he  has  now  decided  to  take  additional 
measures  to  restrict  the  use  of  certaic 
essential  drugs  and  chemicals  for  specifiec 
surgical,  medical  and  war  purposes,  oi 
otherwise  to  stop  the  depletion  of  valuable 
medical  stocks ;  (2)  whether  he  has  made 
any  examination,  and  with  what  result,  t( 
ascertain  to  what  extent  the  ready  sale  o; 
pre-packed  drugs  by  chain  stores,  bazaars 
and  the  like,  causes  any  shortage  in  supply 
for  essential  purposes  of  any  of  the  ingre 
dients  therein  utilised  ? 

Mr.  Peate  :  I  have  no  evidence  that  then 
is  any  shortage  of  essential  materials  whicl 
can  be  ascribed  to  the  use  of  such  material 
in  pre-packed  drugs  on  sale  by  chain  stores 
etc.  .  .  .  Measures  to  conserve  the  use  o 
certain  essential  materials  which  hav< 
already  been  taken  have  resulted  in  tb 
discontinuance  of  their  use  in  many  pre 
packed  preparations,  as  well  as  in  othe 
directions.  The  position  ...  is  under  review 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

False  Trade  Description. — At  Blaenar 
Festiniog  Petty  Sessions,  on  May  15,  C 
Edward  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Regent  Street,  Lon 
don,  were  fined  £20  for  applying  a  falsi 
trade  description  to  their  product  sold  unde 
the  title  of  "Zahna."  Mr.  R.  T.  Edwards 
prosecuting  for  Merioneth  County  Council 
stated  that  a  leaflet  enclosed  with  th 
packet  made  various  claims  relating  to  th 
product,  one  reading:  "Zahna  is  admirabl 
for  diabetics.  Contains  no  sugar,  starch,  o 
preservatives."  Harold  Lowe,  publi 
analyst,  stated  that  the  product  consistet 
of  soya  bean  meal,  with  malt  extract  am 
banana  flavouring.  It  contained  14  pe 
cent,  of  reducing  sugar,  of  which  roughl; 
10  per  cent,  was  lactose  and  4  per  ceni 
maltose.  Dr.  W.  H.  Grace,  pathologist  ani 
medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  Diabeti 
Clinic,  Chester  Royal  Infirmary,  stated  the 
the  forms  of  sugar  found  on  chemics 
analysis  should  be  split  up  by  the  gastri 
juices  in  the  stomach,  and  would  produc 
glucose.  This  form  of  sugar  was  harmful  t 
diabetics  Ymless  taken  under  strict  medics 
supervision.  Joseph  Robert  Morris,  man 
aging  director,  stated  he  had  no  idea  ther 
was  any  sugar  present.  The  leaflet  had  noi 
been  withdrawn.

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Pulling  One's  Weight 

At  first  sight  it  may  seem  superfluous  to 
add  anything  to  your  timely  endorsement 
(P-  595)  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Neville  Booth's  appeal 
to  the  rank  and  file  in  his  branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (an  appeal  that 
might  be  applied,  mutatis  mutandis,  to  other 
branches  of  the  Society)  for  a  more  active 
support.  But  when  we  turn  to  the  affairs  of 
organised  pharmacy — which,  it  must  be 
insisted,  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  public 
interest — it  does  not  appear  that  there  is  on 
foot  any  spontaneous  movement  likely  to 
occasion  the  holding  of  a  meeting  in 
Trafalgar  Square,  or  even  in  the  Albert 
Hall.  On  reading  p.  5,95  my  thoughts  went 
back  to  an  editorial  article  in  your  issue  of 
October  27,  1934,  which  gave  rise  to  an 
interesting  correspondence,  including  con- 
tributions from  well-known  pharmacists. 
The  topical  subject  of  the  article  was  the 
publication  of  the  draft  Poisons  List  and 
Rules ;  but  it  had  a  wider  scope.  It 
described  pharmacy  as  then  "fighting  for 
its  existence,"  and  suggested  the  assertion 
of  the  rights  of  the  calling  as  a  recognised 
entity.  Is  the  position  of  pharmacy  in  its 
relation  to  the  community  substantially 
better  now  than  it  was  eight  years  ago  ? 
And  what  kind  of  recognition  are  we 
thinking  of  when  we  think  of  it  at  all  ? 
Surely  not  the  bare  and  almost  sterile 
designation  "authorised  sellers  of  poisons." 
The  practical  deduction  from  such  con- 
siderations— and  others  might  be  added — 
is  that  in  any  claim  we  make  there  must  be 
far  more  weight  behind  our  chosen  negotia- 
tors. It  is  discreditable  that  they  should 
represent  a  voting  minority,  while  the  rest 
of  us  sit  idly  in  "dumb  forgetfulness." 

An  Address  in  the  U.S.A. 

The  address  of  Sir  Kenneth  Lee  on  the 
conditions  of  pharmacy  in  Great  Britain, 
delivered  at  a  convention  in  New  York 
(pp.  596-98),  will  be  welcomed  in  this 
country  as  a  masterly  summary  of  an 
intricate  subject.  Anyone  who  has  had  the 
task  of  arranging  a  similar  mass  of  material 
will  appreciate  the  skill  evident  in  the 
speaker's  lucid  presentation  of  detail.  One 
of  the  most  perplexing  matters  in  such  a 
case  is  to  decide  how  much  one's  audience 
may  be  supposed  to  know  and  how  much 
needs  preliminary  explanation  or  marginal 
comment.  It  is  not  surprising  that  those 
responsible  for  the  meeting  decided  to  have 
copies  of  Sir  Kenneth  Lee's  address  cir- 


culated in  advance  of  the  usual  time.  Evej 
those  of  us  who  have  read  reports  of  mos 
of  the  developments  there  collated  will  b 
glad  to  refresh  our  memories.  One  statemen 
on  p.  598  I  do  not  remember  having  seei 
elsewhere,  namely,  that  the  Governmen 
"aims  at  recruiting  2,000-3,000  more  phai 
macists  than  the  5,000  now  being  registeret 
for  military  service."  As  the  number  c 
persons  on  the  two  Registers  of  the  Phai 
maceutical  Society  on  December  31,  1941 
was  24,869,  and  the  number  of  pharmacie 
in  Great  Britain  is  about  1 5,000,  this  call-uj 
when  completed,  will  leave  the  shop 
dangerously  short  of  qualified  men,  eve: 
after  allowing  for  the  destruction  and  closin 
of  a  few  through  war  emergencies.  In  lighte 
vein  comes  the  announcement  of  the  placin 
of  "Government"  buckets  of  bleach  past 
outside  British  pharmacies :  one  wonder 
what  a  New  York  audience  thought  of  ii 
It  may  be  hoped  that  our  pharmacies  wi 
not  come  to  be  known  as  bucket-shops, 
term  well  understood  on  both  sides  of  th 
Atlantic. 

Annual  Statistics 

The  latest  annual  report  of  the  Phar 
maceutical  Society  (pp.  599-601)  is  less  dr 
than  usual,  including  as  it  does  a  record  c 
various  emergency  activities  arising  fror 
present  conditions.  The  fact  that  there  wa 
a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  person 
on  the  Registers  at  the  close  of  last  yeai 
compared  with  the  corresponding  numbe 
twelve  months  earlier,  lends  point  to  th 
representations  made  regarding  the  mair 
tenance  of  an  adequate  pharmaceutics 
service  for  the  civil  population.  All  wh 
realise  how  heavy  are  the  financial  commit 
ments  of  the  Society  will  be  glad  to  se 
that  a  considerable  effort  has  been  made  t 
curtail  expenditure.  The  relations  betweei 
the  Council  and  the  Medical  Planning  Com 
mittee  of  the  British  Medical  Associatioi 
should  be  strengthened  by  the  reporte( 
interchange  of  views  on  the  place  of  phar 
macy  in  any  scheme  for  improving  th 
health  services  of  the  country.  The  state 
ment  that  the  Society  will  bear  the  cost  0 
replacement  ..of  books  on  loan  which  ma; 
be  destroyed  by  enemy  action  prompts  m' 
to  express  the  "hope  that  careful  scrutin; 
will  be  made  before  any  of  the  more  valuabL 
books  are  sent  out  to  members.  Thougl 
this  library  cannot  be  ranked  among  th 
great  libraries  of  the  country,  it  has  a  dis 
tinctive  value,  and  some  of  its  contents  an 
irreplaceable.  Xrayser 
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EIRE  PROPOSALS  FOR  PHARMACY 
LEGISLATION 

The  Consultative  Committee  set  up  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  in  May  1941 
to  consider  and  report  on  the  Future  of  Pharmacy  in  Eire  has  made  the  following  report. 


The  text  of  an  important  report  dealing 
with  the  future  of  pharmacy  in  Eire  has  re- 
cently been  issued  by  the  consultative  com- 
mittee set  up  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  in  May,  1941  (see  C.  6-  D.,  1941, 
I,  312),  to  formulate  proposals  for  phar- 
maceutical legislation.  The  committee  com- 
prised representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  and  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association,  and  was  constituted  by  Messrs. 
P.  C.  Cahill  (president,  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland),  J.  Gleeson  (vice-presi- 
dent), C.  J.  Cremen  (a  member  of  Council), 
F.  X.  Meagher  (president,  Irish  Drug 
Association),  and  P.  F.  McGrath  (immediate 
past-president).  Mr.  Cahill  was  chairman, 
and  the  registrar  of  the  Society  (Mr.  J.  J. 
Kerr)  was  secretary.  From  June  1941  the 
committee  met  weekly,  except  in  August. 
In  a  covering  letter,  sent  with  the  report 
to  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  (Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill)  wrote:— 

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF 
THE    PHARMACEUTICAL    SOCIETY  OF 
IRELAND 

Scope  of  the  Committee's  Work 

Before  determining  the  full  extent  of  its 
investigations,  the  committee  had  first  to  con- 
sider the  situation  created  by  frequent  minis- 
terial announcements  regarding  the  impossi- 
bility of  introducing  legislation  during  the 
emergency,  and  by  the  non-availability  of  the 
Vocational  Commission's  findings.  It  was  felt 
that,  while  these  factors  might  leave  little  hope 
of  an  early  realisation  of  pharmacy's  legislative 
aims,  it  should  not  prevent  a  thorough  examina- 
tion of  the  position,  so  that  considered  proposals 
might  be  ready  at  the  first  available  opportunity. 
The  committee  therefore  decided  to  work  on 
this  basis,  and  its  activities  covered  almost  every 
field  of  pharmaceutical  activity.  The  proposals 
put  forward  provide  only  suggested  heads  for 
legislation,  and  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
draft  actual  legislative  proposals. 

Assistance  Acknowledged 

At  the  Society's  annual  meeting  in  October 
last  I  outlined  the  principal  matters  exercising 
the  attention  of  the  committee  and  invited 
suggestions,  criticism,  etc.,  from  members  and 
local  associations.  Unfortunately  the  response 
was  most  disappointing,  and  the  considered 
views  and  suggestions  it  was  hoped  would  be 
forthcoming  were  not  available.  The  committee, 


however,  wishes  to  place  on  record  its  appre- 
ciation pf  the  help  given  by  Messrs.  James 
O'Rourke,  M.  J.  O'Rourke,  S.  Coleman  and  J. 
FasHin,  all  of  whom  submitted  schemes  and 
suggestions.  Many  of  the  suggestions  put 
forward  were  exceedingly  valuable,  but  some 
did  not  come,  the  committee  considered,  within 
the  scope  of  its  activities.  The  committee  also 
wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation  of  the 
close  co-operation  received  from  the  Irish 
Compounders'  Association,  the  Registered  Drug- 
gists' Association,  and  the  Chemists'  Branch  of 
the  Irish  Union  of  Distributive  Workers  and 
Clerks.  Matters  of  particular  interest  to  com- 
pounders in  hospitals  and  public  institutions 
were  discussed  on  two  occasions  with  the  Irish 
Compounders'  Association,  represented  by 
Messrs.  F.  Loughman,  T.D.,  and  W.  Cunning- 
ham. In  the  same  way  problems  of  serious 
concern  to  the  Registered  Druggist  were  dis- 
cussed on  a  number  of  occasions  with  the 
Registered  Druggists'  Association,  represented 
by  Messrs.  M.  J.  Kieran,  M.  J.  Curran,  and  G. 
Darlington.  A  special  meeting  was  held  with 
members  of  the  committee  of  the  Chemists' 
Branch  of  the  Irish  Union  of  Distributive 
Workers  and  Clerks.  The  committee  was  given 
the  Union's  considered  views  on  restriction  of 
apprentices  ;  compulsory  membership  ;  restric- 
tion on  distribution  of  medicinal  pi'eparations ; 
and  reciprocity.  It  was  apparent  that  these 
matters  had  been  carefully  studied  by  the  Union 
representatives,  and  in  the  main  their  views 
coincided  with  the  committee's  conclusions. 

Guidance  on  the  Proposals 

When  considering  the  proposals,  members 
might  find  the  following  notes  of  some  help  and 
guidance : — 

Restriction  of  Apprentices.— -Oi  the  many 
difficulties  confronting  pharmacy  today,  by 
far  the  most  important  is  the  apprentice  prob- 
lem. A  serious  situation  exists  and  is  likely  to 
continue  for  some  considerable  time,  despite 
any  action  the  Council  may  take  in  the  im- 
mediate future.  Indeed,  the  full  seriousness  of 
the  situation  is  hardly  appreciated  by  the 
average  member,  and,  while  many  of  our  diffi- 
culties may  have  to  wait  more  normal  times  for 
their  solution,  the  committee  recommends  that 
the  matter  of  surplus  apprentices  should  be 
tackled  forthwith.  There  are  already  sufficient 
apprentices  in  pharmacy  to  result  in  an  addi- 
tional 400  qualified  chemists  on  the  register  in 
another  five  or  six  years.  If  we  have  already 
far  too  many  retail  pharmacies  and  if,  in  addi- 
tion, we  have  the  start  of  an  unemployment 
problem,  it  will  be  realised  that  the  future 
cannot  be  treated  in  any  light-hearted  manner. 
The  committee  is  satisfied  that,  if  the  full 
gravity  of  the  situation  cap  be  brought  home  to 
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the  Minister  concerned,  the  necessary  powers 
cannot  be  withheld.  If  no  other  solution  can 
be  foun&,  the  committee  suggests  that  the 
Apprenticeship  Act,  1931,  might  provide  a 
suitable  remedy.  This  Act  makes  provision  for 
restriction  of  numbers ;  educational  require- 
ments ;  training  facilities ;  fees  ;  wages,  etc. 

Membership. — Since  all  licentiates  enjoy  the 
same  protection  and  privileges  all  should  contri- 
bute on  an  equal  basis. 

Company  Pharmacy.- — The  suggestions  put 
forward  relating  to  company  pharmacy  and  the 
opening  of  branch  shops  by  individuals  may 
create  certain  difficulties.  Serious  situations 
demand  drastic  remedi-es.  The  committee  is 
satisfied  that  its  recommendations  are  in  keeping 
with  modern  social  ethics,  and  since  the  recom- 
mendations probably  represent  the  views  of  the 
vast  majority  of  members  they  deserve  serious 
consideration. 

Poisons  Board. — At  the  moment  pharmacy 
has  little  or  no  say  in  the  compilation  of  poisons 
schedules.  A  Poisons  Board,  such  as  that 
visualised,  should  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
general  public,  the  medical.men  and  the  chemist. 

Disciplinary  Board. — The  need  for  some  form 
of  disciplinary  ^  control  over  licentiates  and 
students  has.  long  been  felt  in  Irish  pharmacy. 
In  actual  fact  there  .is  little  scope  for  such  a 
board,  but  it  is  well  that  the  Society  should  have 
certain  powers. 

Restricted  Distribution  of  Drugs  and  Medi- 
cines.— The  clause  relating  to  restriction  of  the 
sale  of  certain  drugs  and  medicines  may  appear 
to  some  to  go  too  far  and  to  others  not  to  be 
sufficiently  comprehensive.  Unless  a  reasonable 
attitude  is  adopted  no  concessions  may  be 
gained.  It  should  be  remembered  that  many 
drugs  and  medicines  have  large  industrial  and 
other  uses.  The  list  of  exceptions  may  seem 
somewhat  lengthy,  but  close  examination  shows 
that  each  exception  is  used  extensively  in  some 
field  of  industrial  or  commercial  activity,  i.e. 
baking,  painting,  soap  making,  etc.  The  follow- 
ing are  not  included  in  the  proposed  exempted 
list :  Iodine,  Parrish's  food,  cod  liver  oil,  aspirin, 
cascara,  and  many  other  preparations  commonly 
sold  by  unqualified  traders. 

^Registered  Druggists. — The  general  consensus 
of  opinion  in  pharmaceutical  circles  is  that  the 
Registered  Druggist  examination  should  be 
abolished  and  some  adjustments  effected  in 
the  position  of  present  holders  of  the  R.D. 
qualification.  The  proposals  outlined  by  the 
committee  in  this  connexion  are  acceptable 
to  the  Registered  Druggists'  Association. 

Compounders  in  Hospitals,  etc. — Many  hos- 
pitals and  public  institutions  do  not  employ 
qualified  chemists  for  compounding  drugs  and 
medicines.  Therefore  there  is  scope  for  the 
employment  of  licentiates,  and  it  should  not 
be  difficult  to  obtain  some  improvement  in 
the  position.  The  Irish  Compounders'  Associa- 
tion has  given  its  full  approval  to  the  proposals 
put  forward. 

1908  Act. — -The  present  almost  indiscriminate 
issuing  of  licences  by  County  Councils  is  not 
in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  1908  Act.  The 
large  number  of  pharmacies  est  ^blished  through- 
out the  country  renders  operation  of  the  Act 


almost  unnecessary,  except  possibly  in  a  few 
isolated  districts.  The  clause  relating  to  the 
fixing  of  prices  for  lines  coming  within  the  scope 
of  the  igo8  Act  should  prevent  any  opposition 
on  the  part  of  the  agricultural  conmmnity,  and 
if  this  is  accepted  by  members  there  should  be 
good  prospect  of  obtaining  some  concession  from 
the  Government  Department  concerned. 

Students'  Organisation. — The  inauguration  of 
a  students'  organisation  could  assist  students 
by  making  available  study  facilities,  reference 
books,  and  specimens,  and  in  helping  students 
to  prepare  for  examinations.  The  repeal  of  the 
law  relating  to  the  assistants'  qualffication  was, 
with  many  other  matters,  discussed  in  detail. 
It  was  decided  that,  for  the  present,  no  altera- 
tions should  be  recommended.  It  was  felt  that 
the  Council  should  approve  the  principles  in- 
volved before  any  serious  effort  at  attainment 
was  considered.  Probably  the  majority  of  the 
proposals  can  only  be  achieved  with  the  approval 
of  Dail  Eireann,  but  it  is  possible  that  others 
could  be  obtained  without  fresh  legislative 
effort.  Having  satisfied  itself  of  the  desirability 
or  otherwise  of  the  suggestions,  the  Council  of 
the  Society  could  devise  ways  and  means  of 
obtaining  the  objects  aimed  at,  and  in  this  the 
members  of  the  consultative  committee  would 
no  doubt  extend  the  fullest  co-operation.  The 
members  of  the  committee  express  deep  appre- 
ciation of  the  help  given  by  Mr.  Kerr.  Mr.  Kerr 
was  a  member  of  the  committee  which  con- 
sidered the  proposed  new  Pharmacy  Bill  in  : 
1926,  and  as  a  result  was  in  a  position  to  give 
sound  advice  and  guidance.  On  behalf  of  the 
Council  members  of  the  committee  I  desire  to 
offer  thanks  to  Messrs.  Meagher  and  McGrath 
for  the  deep  interest  they  took  in  the  work  and 
the  many  excellent  proposals  thev  put  forward.

Heads  for  Proposed  Legislation 

Coinpuisory  Membership 

All  persons  qualifying  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists  after  an  appointed  day  to  be  members 
of  the  Society,  membership  to  continue  to 
September  30  following  registration.  Dispensing 
chemists  and  druggists  and  qualified  assistants 
to  be  registered  as  such  on  examination  and  on 
complying  with  the  regulations,  registration  to 
continue  until  September  30  following  such 
registration.  Pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists 
and  druggists,  registered  druggists, and  qualified 
assistants  on  the  registers  on  the  appointed  day 
to  be  retained  on  such  registers  until  September 
30  following.  After  the  appointed  day,  phar- 
maceutical chemists,  dispensing  chemists  and 
druggists,  chemists  and  druggists,  registered 
druggists  and  qualified  assistants  to  phar- 
maceutical chemists  to  pay  a  retaining  fee 
each  year,  in  order  to  have  their  names  retained 
on  the  registers,  such  fee  to'  be  fixed  by  regula- 
tion :  the  fee  to  be  due  on  October  i  in  each 
year.  If  fee  be  not  paid  before  December  i 
following,  name  of  defaulter  to  be  removed 
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:om  register.  A  name  so  removed  may  be 
Bstored  by  order  of  the  Council,  on  payment 
f  a  fee,  fixed  by  regulation.  Pharmaceutical 
hemists,  dispensing  chemists  and  druggists, 
hemists  and  druggists  and  registered  druggists 
^hose  names  appear  on  their  respective  registers, 
hall  have  the  right  to  vote  in  the  election  for 
lembers  of  the  Council  and  to  be  elected  as 
lembers  of  it.  No  person  to  have  any  right  to 
ractise  whose  name  is  not  on  the  appropriate 
egister.  Power  to  be  given  to  impose  varied 
staining  fees.  A  modified  retaining  fee  to  be 
harged  to  present  life  members.  Power  to  be 
aken  to  grant  honorary  membership  (conferring 
o  right  to  practise). 

Registered  Druggists 

The  agreement  with  the  Registered  Druggists 
o  be  implemented,  but  the  Registered  Druggist 
xamination  to  be  discontinued.  Registered 
)ruggists  continuously  resident  in  Eire  and  on 
he  register  for  fifteen  years  who  pass  the  final 
xamination  in  pharmacy  to  receive  the  quali- 
ication  of  Dispensing  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
legistered  Druggists  of  less  than  fifteen  years' 
tanding  and  resident  in  Eire  who  pass  the  final 
xamination  in  pharmacy,  botany,  and  materia 
nedica  to  receive  the  qualification  Dispensing 
;;hemist  and  Druggist.  Dispensing  Chemists 
ind  Druggists  to  have  all  the  rights,  duties, 
)rivileges,  and  obligations,  but  not  the  title  or  ■ 
tatus  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  Provision 
s  made  for  granting  the  full  title  on  passing  the 
ull  examination ;  for  the  treatment  of  appren- 
ices  to  registered  druggists ;  and  for  an  Appeal 
Board  on  examinations. 

Restriction  of  Practice  to  Individuals 

It  is  proposed  that  in  future,  companies  should 
lot  be  allowed  to  carry  on  pharmacies,  companies 
low  in  existence  being  permitted  to  carry  on 
mder  the  same  name  and  at  the  same  addresses 
IS  at  present,  but  no  new  branches  to  be  opened. 
\n  address  may  be  changed  within  a  fixed 
"adius  (say,  one  mile).  The  following  clauses 
are  suggested : — 

Except  as  provided  in  subsection  two  of  this 
section,  no  company,  and  no  association  of 
persons  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  not 
being  a  partnership,  shall  carry  on  the  business 
of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  dispensing 
chemist  and  druggist,  chemist  and  druggist, 
or  registered  druggist  in  an  open  shop.  Sub- 
section one  of  this  section  shall  not  operate 
to  prohibit  a  company  or  Association  which 
was,  immediately  before  the  prescribed  date, 
carrying  on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  dispensing  chemist  and  druggist, 
chemist  and  druggist,  registered  druggist,  in 
open  shop,  from  continuing  to  carry  on  such 
business  where  the  carrying  on  of  the  business 
is  so  continued  {a)  in  the  open  shop  in  which 
it  was  being  carried  on  immediately  before 
the  prescribed  date  or,  in  lieu  of  that  shop,  in 
another  open  shop  which  is  distant  not  more 
than  one  mile  from  the  shop  in  which  such 
business  was  being  carried  on  immediately 
H  before  the  prescribed  date ;  (b)  without  any 
■    alteration  in  the  name  under  which  such 


business  was  being  carried  on  immediately 
before  the  prescribed  date.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  subsection  the  "prescribed  date"  shall 

be  the   .    If  any  company  or  incor- 

.  porated  association  contravenes  any  provision 
of  this  section  it  shall  be  guilty  bf  an  offence 
against  this  Act  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  pounds  and  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  pounds.  If  any  unin- 
corporated association  contravenes  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  the  members  of  the  board 
of  management  or  other  controlling  authority 
thereof  shall  each  be  severally  guilty  of  an 
offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  po  unds  and 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds.  This 
section  shall  not  operate  to  prevent  any 
company  or  association  of  persons  which  has 
entered  into  possession  of  the  business  of, a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  dispensing  chemist 
and  druggist,  chemist  and  druggist,  registered 
druggist,  under  a  bill  of  sale,  from  carrying 
on  such  business  in  open  shop  during  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  months  after  the  date 
upon  which  such  company  or  association  so 
entered  into  possession.  This  subsection  shall 
extend  to  and  be  in  respect  of  any  company  or 
association  which  has  so  entered  into  posses- 
sion before  the  commencement  of  this  Act, 
and  in  any  such  case  the  period  of  three 
months  referred  to  in  this  subsection  shall 
commence  to  run  upon  the  date  of  such  com- 
mencement. A  person  who,  either  alone  or  as 
a  partner  of  any  other  person,  carried  on  the 
business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  dis- 
pensing chemist  and  druggist,  chemist  and 
druggist,  or  registered  druggist,  in  open  shop 
shall  not  carry  on  such  business  in  more 
than  one  open  shop.  Subsection  one  of'  this" 
section  shall  not  operate  to  prohibit  a  person 
or  his  heirs  or  assigns  in  perpetuity  who, 
either  alone  or  as  a  partner  of  any  other 
person,  was,  immediately  before  the  prescribed 
date,  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  dispensing  chemist  and 
druggist,  chemist  and  druggist,  or  registered 
druggist,  in  an  open  shop  from  continuing  to 
carry  on  such  business  in  an  open  shop  in 
which  it  was  being  carried  on  immediately 
before  the  prescribed  date  or,  in  lieu  of  that 
shop,  in  another  open  shop  which  is  distant 
not  more  than  one  mile  from  the  shop  in 
which  such  business  was  being  carried  on 
immediately  before  the  prescribed  date.  Any 
person  who  contravenes  any  provision  of  this 
section  shall  be  guilty  of  an  oft'ence  against 
this  Act,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  twenty  pounds  and  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  pounds.' 

Public  Compoundiers 

The  following  clause  is  proposed : — That  in 
every  dispensary  or  public  hospital  where  the 
medical  ofiicer  in  charge  does  not-  personally 
compound  and  dispense  all  medicines  supplied 
to  patients  (either  intern  or  extern),  there  shall 
be  employed  for  that  purpose  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist.  Definition^.-. — Dispensary:  Anyplace 
(rt)  uiider  the  control  of  a  local  authority  or 
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(b)  under  the  control  of  a  public  hospital,  where 
medicines  are  compounded  or  dispensed  for  the 
public  or  for  resident  patients.  Public  Hos- 
pital: An  institution  for  the  treatment  of 
patients  who  are  suffering  from  disease,  either 
physical  or  mental,  and  who  are  treated  as 
resident  or  visiting  patients,  which  institution 
either  (a)  receives  funds  from  the  State  or  a 
local  authority,  or  {b)  claims  to  be  a  charitable 
institution,  or  {c)  receives  or  has  received  funds 
from  the  Hospitals  Trust,  Ltd. 

"Widows'  Clause" 

Amendment  of  the  so-called  "widows'  clause" 
(Section  32) : — Period  to  be  restricted  to  three 
or  five  years,  with  powers  of  extension  by  the 
Council.  This  would  bring  the  clause  into  line 
with  the  provisions  of  pharmacy  Acts  in  other 
countries. 

Apprenticeship 

Power  to  be  asked  to  make  regulations 
governing  entry  into  pharmacy ;  training  of 
apprentices  ;  conditions  of  apprenticeship  ;  re- 
striction on  the  number  of  entries  into  phar- 
macy; and  restriction  on  the  number  of 
apprentices  to  be  employed. 

Statutory  Letter 

Power  should  be  given  to  make  the  answer 
to  the  statjjtory  letter  sent  under  Section  18, 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  specific  for  any  date, 
and  proper  penalty  should  be  provided  for  a 
false  answer. 

Poisons  Board 

A  Poisons  Board  to  be  appointed  consisting 
of  equal  numbers  of  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
representatives,  with  a  chairman  nominated  by 
the  Minister,  the  said  chairman  to  be  a  person 
of  not  less  than  ten  years'  legal  experience. 
The  Board  to  have  power  to  draft  schedules, 
and  to  add,  alter,  or  delete  items  to  the 
schedules,  and  to  make  regulations  restricting 
the  sale  of  articles  mentioned  in  the  schedules. 
Schedules  may  be  created  controlling  the  sale 
of  potent  remedies  which  are  not  deemed  to  be 
poisons  in  the  ordinary  meaning  of  the  term. 
Any  decision  arrived  at  by  the  Board  to  be 
sanctioned  by  the  Minister  and  published  in 
"Iris  Oifigiuil"  before  coming  into  force. 

Schools 

Definite  powers  should  be  given  to  control 
pharmaceutical  education. 

Funds 

The  Government  should  be  asked  for  a 
subsidy,  or  alternatively  the  Society  should 
become  a  legal  charity,  in  view  of  its  non-profit 
nature,  so  that  the  Society  would  have  sufficient 
funds  at  its  disposal  to  carry  out  its  educational 
and  statutory  obligations. 

Disciplinary  Control 

A  statutory  committee  should  be  set  up  to 
deal  with  cases  of  personal  misconduct ;  profes- 
sional misconduct ;  mental  derangement ;  or 
any  other  cause  which  renders  it  desirable  that 


a  name  should  be  removed  from  the  register. 
The  committee  should  consist  of  four  persons 
nominated  by  the  Council  of  the  Society  and  a 
chairman  nominated  by  the  Minister,  the  chair- 
man to  be  a  person  who  is  a  practising  barrister 
of  at  least  ten  years'  experience.  The  rules  of 
procedure  to  be  analogous  to  those  set  out 
under  regulation  No.  65  of  1937  Schedule  4 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  of  1934.  If 
the  committee  find  the  charges  proved  it  may 
recommend  that  the  name  of  the  person  be 
removed  from  the  register  or  registers ;  issue 
a  warning  to  the  person  concerned  as  to  his 
future  conduct ;  or  adjourn  a  decision  for  a 
fixed  period  and  require  the  person  concerned 
to  produce  evidence  of  good  behaviour  during 
the  interim  period.  An  appeal  to  the  High 
Court  to  lie  against  any  decision  of  the  com- 
mittee to  remove  a  name  from  the  register. 
No  decision  of  the  committee  to  remove  a  name 
to  be  valid  unless  sanctioned  by  the  Minister. 

1908  Act 

This  Act  to  be  repealed  and  re-enacted  so 
that  if  there  is  no  chemist  selling  horticultural 
and  agricultural  poisons  and  sheep  dips  within 
a  fixed  radius  a  licence  might  be  granted,  but 
not  otherwise.  The  Minister  to  have  power  to 
fix  the  prices  of  such  articles,  and  selling  at  any 
other  price  to  be  made  an  offence. 

Assistants 

It  should  be  made  clearer  that  a  qualified 
assistant  cannot  be  in  charge  of  a  branch.  An 
amended  Section  17  suggested,  as  follows: — 
"  No  person  shall  personally  manage  and  conduct 
the  business  of  more  than  one  shop." 

Register  of  Open  Shops 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  to  open  or  keep  open  for 
the  sale  of  poisons,  medicines  or  drugs  as  in 
Section  17,  unless  the  Registrar  shall  have  been 
notified  within  fourteen  days  of  such  opening, 
or  within  fourteen  days  of  the  appointed  day, 
under  this  Act,  such  notification  to  be  in  writing 
and  by  registered  post,  giving  the  following 
particulars  : — Name  of  proprietor  or  proprietors  ; 
address  of  shop ;  name  of  qualified  manager 
(in  the  case  of  a  shop  selling  under  the  1908 
Act,  the  person  holding  the  licence) ;  qualifica- 
tion ;  signature  of  owner  (in  case  of  a  limited 
company,  the  signature  of  the  secretary  or  a 
director).  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  be  manager  of  more  than  one  shop.  Any 
change  in  these  particulars  to  be  similarly 
notified  to  the  Registrar  within  fourteen  days." 

Apothecaries'  Hall  Qualification 

The  right  of  licentiates  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  to  registration  as  pharmaceutical  chemists 
to  cease.  Apprenticeship  to  an  apothecary  to 
be  no  longer  recognised  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Society.  It  was  not,  the  committee  suggests, 
intended  that  the  right  of  registration  of  apothe- 
caries should  be  perpetual,  but  it  was  only 
intended  to  provide  for  instances  in  which  the 
apothecary,  at  the  passing  of  the  1875  Act, 
preferred  to  become  a  pharmacist,  instead  of 
practising  as  a  medical  man.  Apprenticeship 
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an  apothecary  for  the  four  years  required  by 
e  regulations  of  the  Society  is  contrary  to  the 
ovisions  of  the  Apothecary's  Act,  which 
ovides  that  an  apothecary  shall  not  take  an 
prentice  for  a  less  period  than  seven  years. 
)othecaries  do  not  now  receive  the  practical 
lining  in  pharmacy  that  would  fit  them  to 
lin  apprentices.  A  year's  grace  to  be  allowed 
existing  L.A.H.'s.  Rights  of  existing  L.A.H. 
prentices  on  apprenticeship  register  to  be 
;served.

Member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or 
M.P.S.I.;  pharmacist;  pharmaceutist;  dis- 
pensing chemist;  and  chemist  (in  connexion 
with  any  retail  business).  The  title  "  Pharmacy" 
to  be  restricted  to  the  place  of  business  carried 
on  by  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  The  title 
"Dispensing  Chemist  and  Druggist"  to  be 
restricted  to  such  persons.  The  title  "Chemist 
and  Druggist"  to  be  restricted  to  cliemists  and 
druggists.  The  title  "Registered  Druggist"  to 
be  restricted  to  such  persons,  Registered  Drug- 
gists not  to  use  any  variant  of  this  title.  The 
title  "Qualified  Assistant  to  a  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist"  to  be  restricted  to  such  persons. 
Qualified  assistants  not  to  use  any  variant  or 
contraction  of  the  description.  For  any  Dis- 
pensing Chemist  and  Druggist  to  print,  write, 
or  exhibit,  or  cause  to  be  printed,  written,  or 
exhibited,  the  four  words  "Dispensing  Chemist 
and  Druggist,"  when  used  to  signify,  describe 
or  suggest,  the  title  of  "Dispensing  Chemist  and 
Druggist,"  otherwise  than  in  letters  of  the  same 
size,  style,  and  description,  or  to  use  any  variant 
of  said  title,  to  be  unlawful.  It  to  be  unlawful 
to  use  the  titles  medical  hall,  medical  depart- 
ment, medical  stores,  medical  supply  stores, 
medical  service  (in  connexion  with  a  retail 
business),  medicinal  stores,  or  medicinal  supply 
stores,  except  as  the  description  of  the  place  of 
business  of  a  person  registered  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts.  It  to  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  use  any  expressions,  or  to  use  or  dis- 
play any  words,  letters,  picture,  titles,  or 
symbols,  in  reference,  either  to  himself,  his 
business,  or  any  place  or  places  where  he  carries 
on  any  business  whatsoever  untruly  signifying 
or  suggesting  or  calculated  untruly  to  signify 
or  suggest  that  such  a  person  is  registered  in 
respect  to  a  different  qualification  than  that  in 
respect  of  which  he  is  actually  registered  under 
the  Pharmacy  Acts,  or  otherwise  calculated  to 
mislead  or  deceive  the  public  as  to  his  qualifica- 
tions to  compound  or  dispense  or  keep  open 
shop  for  compounding  or  dispensing  medical 
prescriptions  or  to  sell  or  retail  or  keep  open 
shop  for  the  sale  or  retailing  of  poisons.  Use  of 
title  referring  to  a  pharmaceutical  qualification 
not  valid  in  Eire  to  be  unlawful.

Power  to  be  sought  for  organising  students 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Society  (e.g.  as  student- 
associates). 
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Used  Containers  Offered. — Used  tea  chests, 
cartons,  wood  boxes,  and  bottles  are  offered 
by  the  Buckinghamshire  Paper  &  Box  Co., 
Ltd.,  Devonshire  Works,  Chiswick,  London, 
W.4,  who  state  that  large  stocks  are 
available.

j      Restriction  of  Re-sale 

IThe  Board  of  Trade,  after  consultation 
Ivith  the  Central  Price  Regulation  Com- 
Inittee,  has  made  an  Order  under  Section  4 
If  the  Goods  and  Services  (Price  Control) 
kct,  1 94 1,  revoking  the  existing  Price- 
tontrolled  Goods  (Restriction-  of  Re-sale) 
brder,.  1942  (S.R.  &  O.  1942,  No.  64).  The 
pew  Order  re-enacts  the  main  provisions 
hi  the  previous  Order  with  certain  impor- 
lant  changes.  Under  the  new  Order  it  is 
no  longer  a  defence,  for  a  trader  charged 
Ivith  selling  by  wholesale  goods  which  he 
pas  bought  from  another  wholesaler,  to 
prove  that  such  transactions  are  a  usage 
hi  his  trade. 

Instead,  he  will  have  to  prove  {a)  that 
it  all  times  since  March  1939  he  was  himself 
'celling  similar  goods  bought  in  this  way 
Hherwise  than  by  retail,  and  [b)  that  he  had 
reasonable  cause  to  think  that  the  goods 
le  is  charged  with  re-selling  were  either 
mported  by  his  supplier  or  bought  by  him 
directly  from  the  manufacturer  or  importer. 
Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  re-sale  b}^ 
vvholesale,  without  a  licence  under  the 
Jrder,  of  goods  bought  from  a  wholesaler 
jr  factor  is  prohibited.   Sales  by  Avholesale 
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include  sales  to  retailers.  Manufacturers 
who  sell  goods  which  are  not  of  their  own 
manufacture  expose  their  wholesale  cus- 
tomers to  the  risk  of  prosecution  and 
should  draw  their  attention  to  the  fact. 

With  the  important  change  mentioned 
above,  the  main  provisions  of  the  earlier 
Order  are  re-enacted.  The  commercial  re- 
sale of  goods  bought  by  retail  is*  still 
prohibited.  The  proviso  which  in  effect 
permitted  one  retailer  to  oblige  another, 
provided  that  the  second  retailer  re-sold 
at  cost,  is  omitted ;  but  this  is  because 
such  "accommodation"  sales,  both  by 
wholesalers  and  by  retailers,  are  specifically 
permitted  under  Section  4  of  the  Goods  and 
Services  (Price  Control)  Act,  1941.  The 
Order  applies  to  all  price-controlled  goods, 
that  is,  to  atl  goods  for  which  maximum 
prices  have  been  fixed  by  the  Board  under 
the  Act  and  to  all  goods  price-regulated 
under  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939.  An 
up-to-date  list  of  the  latter  will  be  found 
in  the  Prices  of  Goods  (Price  Regulated 
Goods)  Order,  1942,  Avhich  came  into  force 
on  May  11  [C.  &^  D.,  May  16,  p.  545).

Board  of  Trade,  Millbank, 
London,  S.W.i.  The  Order,  known  as  the 
Price-Controlled  Goods  (Restriction  of 
Resale)  (No.  2)  Order,  1942  (S.R.  &  O. 
1942,  No.  958),  comes  into  force  on  June  8.

N.H.I.  Fees  Increased 

Negotiations  have  been  concluded  between 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the 
Ministr}^  of  Health  in  regard  to  an  increase 
in  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing 
fees,  the  outcome  being  that  the  addition 
of  one-sixth  is  to  date  from  October  i,  1941, 
instead  of  January  i,  1942,  as  previously 
offered  {see  p.  609).  The  sum  represented 
by  antedating  the  payment  to  January  i, 
1942,  from  May  31,  1942,  is  approximately 
/75,ooo,  the  further  sum  realised  by  ante- 
dating to  October  i,  1941,  is  ^45,000, 
making  a  total  back  payment  of  20,000. 
In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  this 
increase  in  the  form  of  a  bonus  is  not 
unsatisfactory,  but  it  does  not  affect  in  the 
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slightest  degree  the  fundamental  claim  that 
the  payment  chemists  receive  for  Insurance 
dispensing  is  inadquate. 

The  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  the  N.P.U.  states:  "The  Minister  has 
also  carefully  considered  the  representations 
which  you  submitted  to  him  on  behalf  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  that 
the  iifcrease  should  operate  as  from  January 
I,  1 94 1.  He  finds,  however,  that  the  first 
communication  which  he  received  from  the 
Union  on  the  subject  was  your  letter  of 
October  i,  1941.  In  the  circumstances  he 
is  prepared  to  date  the  increase  back  to 
October  i,  1941,  but  not  to  an)^  earlier 
date.  .  .  .  When  the  Minister  undertook  to 
apply  the  increase  of  one-sixth  'during  the 
period  of  the  war'  the  intention  was  that 
the  increase  should  continue  so  long  as 
circumstances  remain  substantially  as  they 
are  at  present,  whether  during  or  after  the 
war.  The  Minister  undertakes  that  he  will 
not  in  any  circumstances  seek  to  reduce  or 
withdraw  the  increase  during  the  continu- 
ance of  hostilities  and  that  if  he  should 
propose  to  reduce  or  withdraw  it  at  any 
subsequent  date  he  will  give  the  Union 
adequate  notice  of  his  proposal.  Moreover, 
if  at  any  future  time  there  is  any  substantial 
change  in  the  present  circumstances  he  will 
be  prepared  to  entertain  any  application 
that  the  Union  may  make  for  a  further 
increase.  The  Minister  has  also  noted  the 
views  expressed  in  your  letter  as  to  the 
adequacy  of  the  basic  rates  of  remuneration 
of  Insurance  chemists,  and  if  the  Union  so 
desire  the  Minister  will  be  prepared  to 
institute  an  inquiry  into  these  rates  as  soon 
as  may  be  after  the  termination  of 
hostilities." 

Future  Records  Wanted 

While  the  N.P.U.  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  conclusion  of  a  difficult  task,  chemists 
will  regret  that  negotiations  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  were  not  commenced 
at  an  earlier  date.  So  long  ago  as  February 
1940  the  C.  D.  called  attention  to  the 
need  for  an  increase  in  N.H.I,  remuneration 
on  the  grounds  of  rising  costs  and  suggested 
a  percentage  increase.  Had  official  action 
been  taken  at  the  time  it  is  possible  that  the 
percentage  now  conceded  would  have  been 
further  antedated  than  now  agreed.    It  is 


gratifying  to  note  that  application  for  ; 
further  increase  of  remuneration  will  b 
entertained  by  the  Minister  in  event  of  ; 
substantial  change  in  present  circumstances 
The  N.P.U.  had  some  difficulty  in  obtaining 
the  statistics  to  present  a  sound  case  fo: 
an  increase  to  the  Ministry,  and  in  orde: 
to  ensure  that  similar  difficulties  do  no' 
arise  in  future  chemists  should  hencefortl 
keep  a  careful  record  of  the  details  askec 
for  by  the  Union  prior  to  the  recent  negotia 
tions.  Further,  as  the  Ministry  is  willing 
later  on  to  hold  an  investigation  intc 
Insurance  dispensing  costs  generally,  suet 
particulars  would  be  invaluable  in  sub 
stantiating  any  claims  made  on  behalf  o 
chemists.

Scottish  and  Ulster  Case 

Though  the  increase  in  remuneration  foi 
chemists  in  England  and  Wales  has  been 
settled,  there  still  remains  the  Scottish 
problem,  which  in  turn  affects  chemists  in 
Northern  Ireland,,  as  Ulster  chemists 
adopted  the  same  system  of  payment  when 
National  Health  Insurance  was  inaugurated 
in  the  Six  Counties.  Prior  to  the  war  an 
exhaustive  investigation  had  shown  that  a 
strong  claim  for  better  payment  could  be 
put  forward,  but  the  effort  was  negatived 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
agreeing  to  waive  its  members'  claim  for 
the  duration  of  the  war.  It  was  stated  at 
the  time  that  the  Committee  did  not  wish 
to  embarrass  the  Department  of  Health 
and  a  promise  of  favourajple  consideration 
on  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  was  given 
Chemists  fully  appreciate  the  sentiments  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  but  they,  too^ 
find  it  embarrassing  to  pay  rates  and  taxes 
w^hen  costs  are  rising  and  profits  do  not 
advance  proportionately.  Now  that  the 
N.P.U.  has  obtained  some  measure  of 
success  is  it  not  time  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  to  make  a  similar 
effort  on  behalf  of  Scottish  chemists  ?  It  is 
obvious  from  the  experience  of  the  N.P.U 
that  a  waiving  policy  does  not  pay. 
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RECENT  RESEARCH 


A  New  Disinfectant. — Experiments  car- 
ed out  by  Barnes  ("  Lancet,"  May  2,  p. 
32)  with  solutions  of  cetyltrimethylam- 
onium  bromide  (CTAB),  a  cationic  deter- 
3nt,  indicate  that  this  compound  is  capable 
materially  reducing  the  number  of 
acteria  on  normal  skin,  and  of  completely 
;erilising  dirty  and  greasy  bowls  and  baths, 
he  substance  CTAB  .used  in  the  experi- 
lents  was  obtained  from  Imperial  Chemical 
idustries,  Ltd.,  and  was  employed  crude. 
;  is  a  brown  greasy  powder  that  readily 
issolves  in  warm  water  to  give  a  clear  solu- 
on  with  a  distinct  fishy  odour.  The  smell 
not  pleasant,  but  it  does  not  cling  to  the 
dn  after  the  solution  has  been  used,  nor 
oes  it  hang  about  in  rooms  where  the  pre- 
aration  has  been  used  for  cleaning.  A 
per  cent,  solution  of  CTAB  is  neutral, 
els  soapy  to  the  touch,  and  is  not  painful 
hen  applied  to  raw  surfaces.  It  precipi- 
,tes  serum  proteins,  and  is  not  precipitated 
Y  calcium.  There  is  no  evidence  that  tissue 
.mage  follows  its  application  to  raw 
rfaces,  but  a  1:1,000  solution  will  rapidly 
sstroy  leucocytes   in   vitro  ;    under  the 


action  of  the  preparation  the  cells  are  com- 
pletely broken  up. 

Sulphamethazine. — Clinical  tests  with 
sulphamethazine,  the  name  given  to 
2  -  (4'-aminobenze«.esulphonylamino)  4  :  6- 
dimethylpyrimidine,  have  been  described 
by  Macartney  and  others  ("Lancet,"  May 
30,  p.  639).  Laboratory  examination  of  this 
substance  had  shown  that  it  had  the  same 
order  of  therapeutic  potency  as  the  other 
heterocyclic  compounds;  in  addition,  the 
relatively  high  water  solubility  of  the  drug 
and  its  acetyl  derivative  suggested  less 
chance  of  renal  injury.  Sulphamethazine 
forms  pale  yellow  crystals  of  the  hemihy- 
dtate,  m.p.  i8i°-i82°  C.  Trial  was  made 
with  this  compound  in  seventy-three  cases 
of  lobar  pneumonia  and  a  few  cases  of 
meningococcal  meningitis  and  gonorrhoea. 
The  preliminary  results  suggested  that 
the  preparation  has  high  therapeutic 
efficiency  and  is,  on  account  of  its  high 
solubility,  unlikely  to  cause  renal  damage. 
The  incidence  of  nausea  and  vomiting  is 
less  than  with  sulphapyridine,  and  cyanosis 
is  absent. 


DISINFECTANT  POWDERS  STANDARD 


HE  British  Standards  Institution  has 
icently  issued  a  specification  (No.  1013) 
)r  sanitary  or  disinfectant  powders.  The 
Decification  applies  to  carbolic  and  other 
owders  and  covers  fineness  (not  more 
lan  I  per  cent,  of  the  material  to  be  re- 
lined  on  a  lo-mesh  test  sieve  (B.S.  410); 
Qwder  not  to  .  be  brushed  or  rubbed 
irough)  ;  germicidal  efficiency ;  and  phenols 
intent ;  appendices  give  a  sieving  test 
nd  a  method  of  determining  tar  acid. 
)etermination  of  germicidal  activity  is  by 
modified  Rideal-Walker  technique. 

henols  Content 

The  phenols  content  of  powders  contain- 
ig  phenols  absorbed  in  a  neutral  base  (e.g. 
halk  or  kieselguhr) ,  with  which  the  phenols 

0  not  combine  chemically,  may  be  specified- 

1  addition  to  or  in  place  of  the  germicidal 
fficiency.  The  phenols  content  shall  then 
e  agreed  between  purchaser  and  vendor, 
nd  determined  by  a  method  described  in 
n  appendix  to  the  specification.  Where  a 
henols  content  of  less  than  15  per  cent,  is 
pecified,  it  may  be  necessary  to  specify  a 
i.-W.  coefficient  lower  than  0-5 ;  this 
pecified  figure  becomes  the  subject  of 
greement  between  purchaser  and  vendor. 


It  is  stipulated  that  powders  consisting  of 
phenols  absorbed  on  a  lime  base  are  to  be 
evaluated  by  their  germicidal  efficiency. 

Hypochlorite  Powders 

The  specification  applies  to  bulk  supplies 
of  56  lb.  and  upwards  of  hypochlorite 
powders  usually  known  as  chloride  of  lime. 
The  available  chlorine  content  of  the 
material,  as  determined  by  a  method  des- 
cribed in  an  appendix,  must  be  not  less 
than  30  per  cent,  w/w  at  time  of  dispatch 
from  seller's  works  and,  given  satisfactory 
storage  conditions,  not  less  than  29  per 
cent,  three  months  after  dispatch.  The 
available  chlorine  content  of  material 
exported  abroad  must  be  not  less  than  25 
per  cent,  three  months  after  despatch. 

Other  Powders 

The  specifications  of  disinfectant  powders 
not  falling  into  the  two  categories  above 
are  to  be  the  subject  of  agreement  between 
purchaser  and  vendor,  but  the  powders 
should  comply  with  a  bacteriological  test 
described.

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CURRENT  TOPICS  DISCUSSED 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  and 
South-eastern  Scottish  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  Edin- 
burgh recently,  Mr.  James  Henry  (chair- 
man of  the  Branch)*  presiding.  The 
speaker  was  the  president  of  the  Society 
(Mr.  Walter  Deacon,  C.B.E.),  who  dealt 
with  many  current  problems,  including  the 
deferment  and  call-up  of  men  and  women 
in  pharmacy  ;  the  effect  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act ;  and  plans  for  the 
future  of  pharmacy.  The  chairman  made 
reference  to  the  honour  conferred  upon  the 
resident  secretary  (Dr.  Tait)  in  his  election 
as  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edin- 
burgh. In  the  discussion  which  followed. 
Dr.  Tait  thanked  the  chairman  •  for  his 
reference,  and  said  it  was  an  honour  which 
he  felt  had  been  bestowed  upon  him 
because  of  his  association  with  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  He  then  referred  to 
the  fact  that  Professor  Gaddum  of  the 
Pharmacological  Laboratories  had  recently 
been  appointed  to  the  chair  of  pharma- 
cology. University  of  Edinburgh. 

The  War  and  After 

Dr.  Tait  said  that  the  bulk  of  the  work 
of  the  Scottish  Central  Pharmaceutical  War 
Committee  had  been  carried  through  by  the 
five  local  committees.  He  thought  this  was 
an  opportune  occasion  on  which  to  thank 
Mr.  Drummond  for  the  magnificent  work 
he  was  doing  as  secretary  of  the  Edinburgh 
committee.  Dr.  Tait  mentioned  the  estab- 
lishment by  the  Department  of  Health  for 
Scotland  of  a  Committee  for  the  Planning 
of  Post- War  Health  Services.  It  was  open 
to  interested  parties  to  represent  their 
views  to  this  Committee  and,  in  this  con- 
nexion, the  Executive  had  appointed  a 
small  subcommittee  to  deal  with  the 
problem.  Study  groups  had  been  set  up 
by  the  British  Medical  Association  all  over 
the  country  to  study  and  comment  on 
the  work  of  the  Commission,  and  the  Edin- 
burgh Branch  of  the  B.M.A.  had  invited 
him  to  serve  on  such  a  study  group  as  a 
representative  both  of  pharmacy  and 
medicine.  They  had  also  invited  separate 
representation  of  pharmacy  and  Mr. 
Drummond  had  been  appointed  to  serve  in 
this  capacity. 

Ethical  Advertisements 

Mr.  Drummond,  Edinburgh,  asked  what 
was   the    Society's   policy   in    regard  to 


accepting  advertisements  for  their  official 
journal  ?    Whose    was    the  responsibility 
for  accepting  these  advertisements  and  did 
the  president  consider  that  all  such  adver- 
tisements   were     strictly    ethical  ?  The 
President  said  a  special  subcommittee  was 
now   carefully   examining   the   advertise- i 
ments  in  the  light  of  the  new  Act.    He,  per- 
sonally,  was  of  the  opinion  that  before  ] 
"cleaning    up"    public    advertising,  the' 
Society  should  start  at  home.    They  would  ; 
benefit  or  suffer  in  the  future  according  to  'i 
the  standard  they  set  themselves. 

Mr.  R.  Eric  Hunter,  Edinburgh,  asked 
what  was  the  attitude  of  the  Council  to- 
wards advertisements  appearing  in  the 
chain  store  windows,  claiming  that  certain 
medicaments  were  "  remedies  for  all  ills." 

The  President  said  he  thought  that  to 
interfere  with  advertising  by  individuals 
was  a  difficult  matter.  If  any  infringe-  i 
ments  were  observed,  these  would  be  dealt 
with.  So  far  as  newspaper  advertising  was 
concerned,  there  was  a  Society  of  Adver- 
tisers which  was  occupied  with  the  work  of 
"  cleaning  up,"  and  Mr.  Linstead  had 
recently  been  appointed  to  this  committee. 

Miss  Rosie,  Penicui'k,  asked  whether 
there  was  any  method  by  which  people 
could  be  prevented  from  making  false 
representations  on  labels  regarding  the 
contents  of  proprietary  ?.rticles. — The 
President  replied  that  such  persons  could 
be  prosecuted. 

State  Medicjal  Service 

Mr.  Robertson,  Edinburgh,  asked  what 
were  the  Council's  views  regarding  a  State 
medical  service.  The  President  said  this 
was  one  of  the  essential  matters  to  be  dealt 
with  by  the  Planning  Committee.  He  felt 
that,  after  the  war,  there  would  undoub- 
tedly be  an  expansion  of  the  medical  service 
so  far  as  ,  dependants  were  concerned. 
Through  the  work  of  the  Nuffield  Trust,  the 
regionalisation  of  hospitals,  could  be  seen 
the  crystallisation  of  the  hospital  system 
of  the  future.  Possibly  pharmaceutical 
service  might  be  developed  along  similar 
lines.  It  was  possible,  in  his  opinion,  that 
in  the  future  a  specialised  type  of  training 
might  be  given  for  the  different  branches  of 
pharmaceutical  work.  Mr.  Wilson,  Burnt- 
island, said  there  was  evidently  going  to  be  , 
a  great  extension  of  the  responsibility  of 
the  State  for  the  health  of  the  people.  Did  ; 
the  president  think  that  the  Government 
might    seek    to    utilise   the    services  of 
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pharmacists  in  that  connexion  and  was  it 
likely  that  the  ph?*rmacist  would  have  the  op- 
portunity of  selecting  the  type  of  work  which 
he  wanted  to  take  up  ?  The  President 
said  that  after  the  war  it  was  likely  that 
public  health  would  be  one  of  the  supreme 
responsibilities  of  the  State.  Instead  of 
asking  what  others  were  going  to  do  for 
them,  the}^  should  make  up  their  minds 
what  they  would  do  for  others.  Mr. 
SoMERViLLE,  Edinburgh,  said  he  was  par- 
ticularly interested  in  the  view  that  they 
should  strike  out  on  their  own.  The  future 
of  pharmacy  was  bound  up  with  the  other 
health  services  of  the  nation  as  a  whole 
and  it  was  little  use  pharmacy  pursuing 
one  course,  while  the  medical,  nursing  and 
allied  professions  were  pursuing  other 
cour.!,es.  The  real  course  they  wanted  to 
press  for  at  the  moment  was  a  properly 
established  joint  planning  committee  for 
health  services.  The  President  said  he 
was  entirely  in  agreement  with  the  last 
ispeaker.  Pharmacy  and  the  allied  profes- 
isions  had  interests  in  common. 

Mr.  Beattie,  Edinburgh,  referred  to  the 
president's  mention  of  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry  reports  ;  he  would  advise  everyone 
Ito  study  the  reports.  The  Council  was  not 
iso  much  at  fault  as  they  themselves  were  ; 
they  could  play  their  part  by  looking  after 
their  own  interests  and  those  of  pharmacy 
generally. 

Attitude  to  Employees 

Mr.  Marshall,  Edinburgh,  said  that  the 
president  had  referred  to  the  sacrifice  which 
retail  pharmacists  might  have  to  m.ake 
after  the  war,  but  he  would  like  to  know 
!  what  was  the  Council's  attitude  towards 
:  employees.  The  President  said  that  the 
Society  recognised  pharmacists  as  such,  with- 
out any  differentiation  between  employer 
and  employee.  Mr.  Marshall  said  that  when 
a  previous  attempt  by  the  employees  to  form 
I  a,  liaison  committee  had  been  made,  they 
had  received  no  support  from  the  Council, 
and  asked  the  president  whether,  if  they 
went  forward  now  with  such  a  scheme,  he 
would  be  prepared  to  help  ?  The  Presi- 
dent said  he  thought  an  offer  had  been 
made  to  meet  them.  He  could  not  promise 
iiis  support  unless  he  knew  what  the  pur- 
pose of  the  committee  would  be.  Mr. 
Marshall  said  the  purpose  would  be  to 
consider  employees'  problems  strictly  with 
reference  to  pharmacy.  The  President 
jaid  that  if  it  were  put  in  writing  that  the 
oroblems  to  be  considered  were  purely  phar- 
maceutical and  not  trade  matters,  he  would 
:ertainly  give  his  help. 


Mr.  Hedderwick,  Edinburgh,  asked  why 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  both  in 
London  and  in  Edinburgh,  held  its  annual 
meetings  in  the  forenoon,  when  it  was 
difficult  for  the  retail  pharmacist  to  leave 
his  business.  The  President  explained 
that  the  annual  meeting  was  a  formal  affair 
and  that  the  circulation  of  the  annual 
report,  with  the  report  of  the  meeting, 
helped  all  members  who  could  not  be 
present  to  be  informed  of  what  had 
been  done  at  the  meeting  and  during 
the  year. 

Supply  Through  Clinics 

Mr.  Bocker,  Edinburgh,  asked  whether, 
with  regard  to  the  question  of  the  supply, 
through  clinics,  of  orange  juice  and  cod  liver 
oil,  the  president  would  advise  strong 
representation  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  President  said  that  the  Society  did 
not  touch  on  trade  matters,  but  they  did 
agree  that  such  distribution  should  be 
through  the  Ministry.  He  was  not  at  all 
sure  that  the  pharmacist  wanted  to  do  too 
much  of  this  distribution.  Opinion  'was 
divided  about  that.  Mr.  Gibson,  Edin- 
burgh, said  it  was  not  a  question  of  profits 
but  rather  one  of  ethics.  The  distribution 
should  be  through  the  chemist  from  an 
ethical  point  of  view.  Dr.  Tait  said  he 
thought  all  medicaments  should,  so  far  as 
possible,  be  supplied  through  the  chemist, 
and  in  certain  districts  the  yoimger  phar- 
macists were  prepared  to  do  this  from  the 
purel}^  ethical  point  of  view. 

Mr.  Perkins  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  president,  and  Mr.  Deacon  made 
suitable  acknowledgment. 

Reports  and  Election  of  Officers  . 

The  secretary  and  treasurer  then  sub- 
mitted the  report  and  financial  statement, 
indicating  a  highly  successful  session  and  a 
satisfactory  balance.  The  reports  were 
adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Beattie, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Gibson.

The  London  drug  markets  have  again 
passed  through  a  dull  week,  with  an 
absence  of  features,  except  that  stocks  of 
some  items  continue  to  decline.  Business 
in  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  has  pro- 
ceeded slowly,  and  only  one  price  move- 
ment of  importance  has  occurred,  an  ad- 
vance of  sixpence  per  oz.  in  the  home  trade 
prices  of  strychnine  salts.  British  makers 
continue  to  quote  AmPpiEtamine  at  un- 
changed rates.  As  noted  last  week,  package 
charges  for  Atropine  and  other  alkaloids 
have  been  reduced.  Citrates  are  steady 
at  previously  quoted  figures.  Existing 
official  prices  for  Mercurials  are  main- 
tained. Supplies  of  Methyl  salicylate 
remain  restricted. 

Crude  Drugs 

No  outstanding  changes  have  .occurred 
in  these  items.  Merchants  report  a  moder- 
ate consuming  trade,  but  market  business  is 
extremely  restricted.  Spot  supplies  of 
Aconite  root  appear  to  be  practically 
exhausted.  Agar,  in  small  inquiry,  is 
selling  slowly  at  high  figures.  Cape  Aloes 
has  again  been  in  considerable  demand,  and 
prices  are  firmly  maintained ;  some  offers 
of  Cura9ao  are  noted.  Supplies  of  Antimony 
are  stated  to  be  adequate  for  official  require- 
ments. It  is  understood  that  a  few  import 
licences  have  been  granted  for  Buchu 
but  only  rather  small  quantities  are 
expected.  No  new  features  have  occurred 
in  Camphor.  It  is  understood  that  Lease- 
Lend  supplies  of  Cascara  sagrada  have 
not  yet  become  available.  A  small  supply 
of  Cascarilla  (quills)  is  reported  offered 
on  spot.  Spot  value  of  Zanzibar  Cloves 
has  again  declined.  Some  recently-arrived 
fine  white  Colocynth  is  understood  to  be 
available  on  spot.  No  news  has  yet  been 
received  regarding  new-crop  Ergot. 
Official  maximum  prices  for  Ginger  have 
not  yet  been  fixed.  A  few  minor  alterations 
have  occurred  in  the  spot  values  of  Nut- 
megs. Pimento  .is  easier  on  spot.  Among 
the  Seeds  the  only  change  of  importance 
is  a  further  rise  in  value  of  English  Mus- 
tard. Spot  Supplies  of  Senna  are  not 
plentiful.  Tonka  beaNs  are  quoted  at 
rather  higher  rates.  Values  of  all  the 
principal  grades  of  Tragacanth  are  lower. 


Essential  Oils 

Little  of  interest  has  occurred,  and  prices 
remain  at  the  levels  recorded  last  week. 
The  Ministry  of  Eood  announces  that  the 
only  changes  in  the  existing  prices  of  Oils 
and  Fats  allocated  to  primary  wholesalers 
and  large  trade  users  during  the  four  weeks 
ending  June  27  are  increases  in  crude 
Linseed  oil  and  crude  Rapeseed  oil  of 
^5  and  £^2  per  ton  respectively.  Inquiry 
for  Anise  (star)  has  again  been  fair.  Firm 
conditions  obtain  for  Cajuput.  The  ship- 
ment value  of  Palmarosa  has  been  in- 
creased, and  the  spot  price  shows  a  corre- 
sponding increase.  Few  changes  have 
occurred  in  Synthetics  and  Isolates. 
Many  of  these  items  are  in  restricted  supply, 
especially  for  perfumery  purposes.

Dose  as  Recommendation 

Sir, — Your  contributor  "Xrayser,"  in 
your  issue  of  May  30,  supports  the  view  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  that 
"in  most  circumstances"  the  mention  of 
a  dose  on  a  label  renders  the  article  labelled 
a  substance  recommended  as  a  medicine 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicine  Act,  1941.  I  wish  to  dissent 
strongly  from  that  view.  I  submit  that 
to  state  the  dose  of  a  medicine  is  no  recom- 
mendation of  the  product  any  more  than 
to  sta.te  any  other  published  fact,  such  as 
its*  composition  or  strength.  Those  who 
strain  common  sense  to  drag  into  the  term 
"recommend"  such  a  simple  fact  as  dosage, 
are,  I  believe,  provoking  other  interests  to 
a  challenge  of  the  position  in  the  law  courts.

Sugar  for  Pill  Coating 

Sir, — Would  it  not  be  feasible  for  all 
tablet  and  pill  makers  in  Great  Britain  to 
agree  not  to  use  sugar  merely  for  coating 
purposes  when  manufacturing  pills  and 
tablets.  The  saving  in  sugar  would  be  quite 
considerable,  and  dispense  with  a  luxury 
quite  unnecessary  under  present  conditions. 
It  takes  roughly  i  cwt.  of  sugar  to  coat 
a  million  tablets.  Pearl  coating,  though 
perhaps  not  so  readily  soluble  as  sugar- 
coating,  can  be  made  to  look  quite  as 
attractive,  and  the  public  would  soon 
become  accustomed  to  this  style  of  tablet. 
It  is  however  mainly  a  question  of  united 
effort  on  the  part  of  all  the  makers.
